The Courses in the School of Philosophy are intended partly for undergraduates 
in Cornell University who desire a general acquaintance with the elements of <ihe 
philosophical sciences, but mainly for graduates of this and other institutions who 
are preparing themselves for public positions (clergymen, teachers, professors, etc. ) 
and who can give a protracted period of time (not less, it is recommended, than 
two, three, or four years), to exclusive study and investigation of some of the subjects 
embraced in the School of Philosophy. For the Master's degree at least one year of 
residence is always, and for the Doctor's degree at least three years of residence are 
normally required. The School awards annually to distinguished graduates of Cor- 
nell and other universities, three fellowships of $500 each, and six scholarships 
of $300 each. The scholarships are intended for college graduates who, during their 
undergraduate course or subsequently, have given evidence of special attainments in 
Philosophy, or in any of its branches. The fellowships are intended for graduate 
students of one or more years' standing, with high records, in the best American or 
foreign universities. The School is provided with a new and richly equipped Psy- 
chological Laboratory. Besides the University Library, which is well supplied with 
philosophical books, there is in the Library building, for the exclusive use of graduate 
students in Philosophy, a large and appropriately furnished seminary room with a care- 
fully selected special library. The School receives regularly all the important 
philosophical journals- published both at home and abroad. For further information 
address The Registrar, Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y.

CHAPTERS ON MUNICIPAL ADMINISTRATION AND ACCOUNTING 

By FREDERICK A. CLEVELAND, Ph.D. , Director of the Bureau of Municipal 
Research, New York City ; Professor of Finance in New York University ; 
Author of " The Bank and the Treasury," " Railroad Promotion and Capitali- 
zation in the United States," etc. Crown 8vo, pp. xvi-361. $2.00 net; by mail, $2.

While the twenty-one chapters of the book are not presented as a systematic treatise 
on this, perhaps the greatest problem of modern times, each subject covered is important 
in itself and the concept permits of concreteness and a local color that otherwise would be 
lost. The qualifications of the author for writing- such a book are ample in that for years 
he has been closely associated with municipal work — first as secretary of the committee 
on accounts and statistics of the National Municipal League, later as a member of the 
Mayor's advisory committee on finance and taxation of the City of New York, still later as 
one of the organizers and as director of the bureau of municipal research which for three 
years has been making a field siudy of American municipalities, giving special attention 
to the City of New York, but having staffs at work in other cities as well. The chapters 
are at once critical and constructive.

Policy Involved in the Development of the Southern States, 

By EDGAR GARDNER MURPHY, Author of "The Present South," "The

While largely concerned with the principles of race-adjustment in the 'Southern 
States, this book has a direct bearing upon many of those broader problems of national 
and international policy which are so insistently presented in the increasing world-contact 
of the stronger and the weaker racial groups. 

Deeply as the author is concerned as to the future of the negro, his chief interest is 
naturally in the South as a whole. The development of the weaker race is viewed in its 
relation to the sound and wholesome development of the stronger. In his chapters on 
"The Fate of the Strong,'' Mr Murphy turns from the familiar study of the misfortunes of 
the negro to an analysis of the difficulties necessarily imposed upon the white population. 
He finds no remedy, however, in any of the counsels of bitterness or despair ; and, in his 
later chapters, he indicates the direct relation of a policy of hopeful and consistent devel- 
opment, inclusive of all the elements of the population, to the real ascendancy of the 
South. His view of " ascendancy'' is not based upon the old philosophies of repression, 
but is determined rather by the more modern conceptions of social service and of funda- 
mental political achievement.

under which, according to him, they unjustly lie, of being philosophies of irreligion and 
disintegration.

This little volume, written primarily for the use of teachers studying Psy- 
chology, will, it is hoped, be appreciated by all who desire to preserve and 
strengthen the faculty of memory. After a general introduction, the Author first 
discusses the Experimental Investigation of Memory. He then proceeds to deal 
with some general questions — eg., as to whether all memory is mechanical, and 
goes on to enumerate the factors which influence memory, and incidentally how 
it can be trained and assisted. The following chapters are on " Mental Imagery" 
and " Thoughts," and the volume ends with a series of twenty-three rules for the 
Economy and Training of Memory.
